One of my most pleasant experiences dur 
ing the recent winter had to do with music. 
I was driving home, got into Keene, and 
suddenly, through the windows of a corner 
house, saw a string quartet playing. Down 
went the brake pedal, off went the ignition. 
round went the window crank. Brr, it was 
cold. But the music made me forget it. 
Faintly, | could hear them (playing for their 
own amusement) nearing the end of a Moz- 
art quartet's first movement—a favorite of 
mine. Many times I'd done my meagre amateur 
best with that first violin part, in other days 
when Wednesday evening was quartet night 

Then—ah-h—the Menuetto. And after 
that the Adagio, graver in mood than the 
usual Mozart adagio—more like Beethoven. 


By this time it was imperative to get the car 
heater going, so I started up, and drove home 
humming the adagio, ‘‘Daa, diddlela-da dum- 


dum... 

As this is written, I'm looking forward to 
an evening of flute and violin duets—Haydn, 
Beethoven, Pleyel, Mazas—with an old 
friend. In good traditional style the music 
stands will stand back to back, a standing 
lamp will create a sacred circle of light above 
the noble pages will be opened, a whispered 
count will be given, and——-when we warm up 
—it may begin to sound a little like Music 
Or La Bella Musica, as we have always called 
it. 

These are great moments. A chap of let 
ters, so to speak, I have never been so happy 
as when, the typewriter covered, I've taken 
up the paint-peeled fiddle case for an evening 
of amateur music-making. 

This is why it is such a pleasure to have 
in YANKEE a musical piece, like that in the 
next issue by Richard Estes about the Spring- 
field Orchestra. One of several excellent ama 
teur orchestras in New England, it has (as 
they have) more than once been written up 
in national publications. There has been a 
vast growth of amateur music-making in the 
United States in the past 25 years—and for 
my part, there can never be enough of it. So 
the Estes article is dedicated to all of you 
who, either in orchestras or smaller groups, or 
even alone at your piano, flute, fiddle, cello or 
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whatever, love this quintessential language 
La Bella Musica. It is a rare. wonderful, soul 
heartening fellowship, this. of ‘Music the 
flying vision’’ as James Gibbons Huneker 
wrote. Wasn't it Dr. Einstein who said that 
Physics and music are sisters under the skin 
in that they both seek to express the inex 
pressible’’? 

There was such interested response to Adele 
Erisman's article on the Mystic, Conn. bird 
sanctuary (YANKEE, Feb. 195 setting 
forth the idea of towns having woodland 
areas set apart for birds—-that YANKEI 
thought you'd be interested in another wood 
land idea. In the present issue, see the story 
of William Austin Dickinson's Wildwood 
Cemetery—the inspiration of Emily Dickin 
son's brother. 

“You may write about poetry, music and 
art,’” wrote the English novelist George Mer 
edith in a humorous poem-——and so in the 
June YANKEE you will go on from music to 
the St. Gaudens Memorial. As a child 
during trips from the country to New York 
I was always shown St. Gaudens’ gilded 
Diana atop the old Madison Square Garden 
which then seemed less important than the 
circus inside. A plaster cast of her stands at 
the St. Gaudens home in Cornish, N. H., now 
a memorial. So one comes full circle (as 
often in life): As an adult I had to come 
home to New England to see Diana cgajn 
But the real reason for printing the. pictures 
is (despite this utilitarian age) still the, best 
of all—they're beautiful; they add a dimen 
sion to one’s experience. 

Thus YANKEE this Spring is concerned 
with values, which, despite those who lose 
faith in them during war-eras, remain con 
stant and important always. and are, indeed 
some of the very things one rises to defend 
They are, in a French saying. “Trumpets in 
the blood.”

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GREGORY WIGGINS, WOODCARVER 


PEDLAR 


HarvarRD Business ScmOooI

Gregory Wiggins lives in Pomfret, 
Connecticut, and earns his living by wood 
carving. His works are found in colleges, 
churches, schools, museums and _ private 
houses, carvings exhibiting, in addition to 
skilled craftsmanship, a remarkable versa 
tility of mood and theme. The Wiggins 
exhibition at the Boston Athenaeum in 
February and March of 1951 revealed his 
great range and competence 

Wiggins first began to carve in wood as 
a small boy in Kentucky when he and his 
brother lived near Fort Thomas on the 
Ohio River in a world of soldiers wearing 
Union blue and of Sioux braves in feath 
ers and beads. He recalls the nostalgic 
sounds of bugle calls from the fort and 
the occasional brassy note of a show-boat 
calliope on the river. 

His early carvings were soldiers, cow 
boys and other toy figures. When he grew 
up and went to Pomfret, Conn., to school 
and later to teach he found carving still a 
source of pleasure.

\ trip to Japan one summer vacation 
affected his carving career markedly. He 
became fascinated by Japanese “netsuki” 
carvings, little decorated pendants worn 
with the costume. For a long period Wig- 
gins’ work was strongly Oriental and he 
later found it difficult to turn back toa 
Western approach. 

The other significant result of the trip 
to Japan was his decision to embrace carv- 
ing for a livelihood. 

The most numerous and celebrated of 
Wiggins’ woodcarvings are his ecclesiasti 
cal works. Most of these are done in a 
Gothic vocabulary and reflect the spirit of 
the Middle Ages. Here is no copying. 
The medieval spirit is not embalmed, it is 
suggested and implied. Just as the crafts- 
men of the guilds were permitted great 
freedom in their decoration of a church, 
so Wiggins has produced works in har- 
mony with Gothic interiors but with great 
freshness and spontaneity. 

Perhaps his most ambitious single com- 
mission was the woodwork and church 
furniture in the chapel of Trinity College, 
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Hartford. The characters of Chaucer's 
Canterbury Tales march in a gay and 
bustling procession around the cornice 
above the Gothic tracery of the choir stall 
canopies. Down in the body of the chapel 
scores of pew-ends tell in relief and in the 
round the stories of the various colleges, 
persons and events which they commem- 
orate. 

The most recent of Gregory Wiggins’ 
major works is the series of Stations of the 
Cross executed for the Sisters of the Im- 
maculate Conception, Thompson, Conn., 
and shown for the first time at the Athen- 
aeum. This is a group of sharply cut fig- 
ures in relief employing contrasting 


woods for clarity and dramatic impact. 

\ particularly handsome place is the 
altar of the four evangelists and reredos 
of the Crucifixion commissioned by Mr. 
L. J. Knowles of Boston and Pomfret and 
now in the possession of the Most Rev-

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erend John Wright, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Worcester, Mass. The texture 
of the wormy chestnut is superbly worked 
into the composition and the decorative 
effect is strengthened by the use of a bold 
grape and tendril frame for the reredos. 

Two memorial works by Wiggins done 
with a quasi-medieval flavor are dissimilar 
in handling and even in seriousness but 
both share a sympathetic and wistful 
quality. The first is a tablet to the mem 
ory of Sister Marie of the Annunciation, 
teacher at the Notre Dame School in 
Southbridge, Mass. The other is a tomb 
figure marking the grave of a dachshund 
in the W. G. Wendell garden in Ports 
mouth, N. H. The little dog follows the 
wooden statue of a winged child. 

It is not always easy to separate Wig 
gins’ whimsical work from the great body 
of his carvings because a quiet, unobtru 
sive humor is apt to crop out at any time 
This is particularly true of his works in 
the medieval vein and, of course, nothing 
could be more in keeping with the feel 
ing of the age. 

Carvings that add the dimension of 
depth to the Tenniel illustrations of Alice 
in Wonderland must be put under this 
head. There is the Walrus and the Car 
penter fire bench for the C. C. Abbott 
family in Cambridge and the Through 
the Looking Glass chessmen for Mrs 
George Agassiz in a Boston suburb. 

In this group also might go the quatre 
foil panels, a pair for each year, done for 
St. Pauls’ school. 

He has done numberless trolls and his 
caricatures of real individuals have been 
greeted with great delight. The Tavern 
Club chessmen carved with the likenesses 
of members of that Boston society and the 
presentation statuette of the obstetrician 
Robert M. Green with stork are classics 
in this department. 

Wiggins own favorite genre is the more 
scholarly preparation of detailed and 
accurate models in a two feet to 
the inch. A series of works of this type 
have been ordered by museums. The 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts has a model 
of a landing barge from the U. S. Frigate 
Constitution with bluejackets rowing 
marines ashore. The year is 1805. 

The American Museum of Natural His 
tory in New York owns his restoration of 
the Temple of the Jaguar, Chichen Itza, 
the Mayan ruin. 
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“WILDWOOD” 


It has been said that no reasons for Emily 
Dickinson's poetic genius can be found in her 
family, a race of Amherst, Mass. lawyers and 
college administrators. But her austere father 
once rang a church bell to draw attention to 
a sunset. And her brother, William Austin 
lawyer, college treasurer, town moderator, an 
oaklike man, stentorianly outspoken—this 
good and awesome man loved trees with 
Thoreauvian ardor. 

William got the Common planted, and 
there is none lovelier in New England. His 
most remarkable monument, though, is Wild- 
wood Cemetery, which he founded and 
named. You wander in it scarcely aware 
that it is a cemetery, except for low bronze 
and stone memorials now and then in the

behind trees, while his children scampered 
madly before him. He held off his pur- 
suers until his children were safe within 
the thick walls of the blockhouse, then 
making a dash for it, outran the warriors 
and arrived under the guns of the block 
house unharmed. 

At the farm things had not been going 
well for the remainder of the Dustan fam 
ily. Hannah was pulled out of bed and 
she and Mrs. Neff were set to work carry 
ing out into the yard everything which 
took the fancy of the raiders. The house 
and barn were then set on fire and the 
Indians began to load Hannah and Mary 
with food, clothing and small articles of 
furniture. 

The baby presented a problem. Mrs. 
Neff held him and this greatly reduced 
her capacity for carrying. An Indian tore 
the baby from the midwife’s arms, dashed 
his head against a tree, and threw the lit- 
tle body into the bushes. 

When Hannah saw her baby killed be 
fore her eyes a wild fury possessed her. 
She shook the load from her back and 
with a scream leaped upon the murderer. 
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Several Indians threw her roughly to 
the ground; she scrambled up to renew 
the attack, was knocked down and then 
beaten with sticks until she lost conscious- 
ness. A pail of icy water was thrown over 
her, she was pulled to her feet, the pack 
placed upon her back and with Mary she 
was driven to a nearby spot in the forest 
where a number of her neighbors were 
huddled miserably on the frozen ground. 

During the day other bands drifted into 
this rendezvous and with great jabbering 
and quarreling the prisoners and booty 
were divided up. 

Hannah and Mary became the property 
of two Penacook warriors who lost no 
time in loading their new slaves and lead- 
ing them into a game trail which cut 
across the great bend of the Merrimack to 
a point near the present town of Suncook, 
New Hampshire. 

For four days they struggled through 
rough hilly country where the snow still 
lay deep upon the trees and bitter March 
winds swept down from the icy mountains 
to the north. Four days which were a 


misty nightmare of pain and terror for 
the two women, and at length, more dead 
than alive, they stumbled into their cap- 
tors’ camp in Boscawen, New Hampshire. 


The camp consisted of one wigwam in- 
habited by the two warriors, three squaws, 
and seven children of assorted sizes and 
ages. There was also another prisoner, 
Samuel Leonardson, who had been cap- 
tured in a raid on Worcester. 

As soon as Hannah had regained her 
strength she worked without grumbl- 
ing. The severe beating she had received 
had taught her that it was useless to resist 
openly. The terrible punishment had 
not, however, broken her spirit nor 
dimmed the flame of hatred within her. 

She was determined to escape and be- 
gan to plan how it could be accomplished.

that escape down river, after the ice was 
out, would be doomed to failure, unless 
all canoes but the one taken were dam- 
aged.

One moonless night in April, Hannah 
and Sam, inch by inch, wormed to the 
head of the sleeping mats of the two war- 
riors and Mary crept to that of the young- 
est squaw.
